No prominent
public man dare take ground openly and
boldly against the policy thus foreshadowad,
ruinons and fatal as they know it to ba! Who-
over doos so i8 forthwith denonnosd ax an
enemy of the soldiers—a Rebel sympathizer—
i traitor or a Copperhead more or less dis
guised.,  And an epithet or two of this sort is
quite enough to silence any member who, in
a rash moment, might have dreamed of von
sulting the public good.

Then, too, Mr. Blaine's proposition to trans
fer to the Nationpl Treasury all the debts in
curred by States and counties in' raising  sol
diers and prosecuting the war, Is pretty cer
tain sooner or later to become a law, and this
will add not less than lve hundred milliong to
the aggregate of the national debt. And
lurking behind all these stands another olass
of elaims, of which no man can estimate the
pinonnt—we mean the clnims nt'luyui miet,
North and South, for property destroyved dur-
ring the progress of war, These elaims began
to gome in at the bLeginning of the the tirst
session of the last Congress, and were referrail
to the Committee om Claims, at the head of
which wns Hon. Columbuas Delano, of Ohio,
one of the ablest and most considerate men in

' public life.

So startled was the Committes hy the
wmonnt of these claims that they reported o
resolution, which was forthwith adopted, that
until otherwise orderad no claims of this char-
acter yrom the citizens of the Southern States
should be entertained, But this was simply
a temporary evasion of an inevitable duty. [t
wns liL- shutting one's eyes to a danger too
fearful to by faced, The Commitiee did not
dare to let the country understand the extent
of these elmims,—which are perfoctly just,
and can no more be dgnored than can the
Seven-thirties or any other part of the publie
delit,

What the asmount of these ¢laims will
prove inthe end to be the country has no
weang of knowing, Mr, Delano has intimuted
two or three times, while urging vigorous
measures of taxation in Congress, that they
would b large enongh to tax to the utmost

! the resourees and courage of the whole coun-

try. And we have very good reasonto be
Heve that the amount of such of these claims
as will be found to be perfectly just, and such
as must be paid, will approach very nearly, if
it does mnot equal, what is understood to be
the present aggregate of the national delt.
This may seemn extravagant, as it is cortainly
alarming; but we believe time will show that
it is not an over-statement of the actual fact.

Congresg, meantima, seems inclined to out
ofl one after another the sources of revenue
whereby the interest on this gigantic debt, and
the decrease of its principal, can alone he met,
Twenty or twenty-five millions of the income
tax were released at the last session. The
tax om cotton, which yields twenty millions
more, came within a very few votes of being
abandoned. Every branch of mannfactures
clamors for release—und those which are the
most powerful, and which are thevefore the
mo#st important, are pretty snre to get it. The
sume interests demand protection {from forelgn
competition to an extent which will cripple
commerce, and serionsly diminish its  wast
vontribution to the public treasary--and ex-
perience shows that their demands ace quite
HL!I!_\' to be opnoeded,

The howling declalmers who fan the fury
by which Congress i¥ backed in its tyranny,
desonnt  perpetually on three clinrges, viz.:
That the South = a community demoralized
by slaveholding; that they were Hobels: and
that many of their lenders had previonsly
sworn allegiance to the United States, These
three circumstances form  the whole stook-in-
trade of the infuristed railers against the
South; and yet every oneof these charges is
a shatt shot straight at the character of Wash-
ington.
